These men, women 
and 
children 
are divided into two 
classes: 
the 
shabby-genteel and the ragged. All of 
them were driven from broad acres 
and lives of luxury by sentences of 
death that today still await their re- 
turn to seething Mexico. They pre- 
fer to stay here and be poor 
c ™?e™ hyndrefls—there 
are 
about 
6,000 Mexican refugees 
here,—were 
fortunate enough to bring gold with 
them when they fled from the land 
of too rrmch trouble. 
They live in 
great style; and there are 
fashion- 
able shops and exclusive places to live 
here, that are supported largely bv 
them. 


Most of these refugees, proud 
of

GERMAN ARMY FORTIFIES 


PO9ITION"OF'RUS8IAN tANO. 


[SPECIAL TO THE^AZETTBI 


Pinsk, Russia^ April 5.— The thirty 
odd kilometers of 
the arc around 
Pinsk have been 
fortifle'd "since the 
German army took its position here 
last September as probably no other 
section on any front, east, west, or 
southeast. The Pripet swamp, which 
on account of the mild winter, has 
ipnrfed a natural barrier between the 
Gennan and Russian lines, has cheok- 
ea both the German advance and the 
Russian 
counterattacks. 
But 
the 
Germans have realized that a single 
cold snap might make the swamps 
passable, ;and to forestall such a 
thing, they - have 
resorted to every 
known expedient to make every foot 
of their positions impregnable: 
• Plnsk, in and about which the Ger- 
man forces are lying, is an 
over- 
grown Russian village of 45,000 in- 
habitants, isolated, on a tongue of 
land projecting eastward into' the 
swamps.

WAR HAS COST HOLLAND 


I- UNDRED AND FORTY MILLION 


II:Y A.ssuci.vmi rur.ss.'i 


The Hague, Netherlands, April 5.— 
The war has so far cost 
Holland a 


clear 51-10,000,000. 
Further, 
reckon- 
ing the demands ol: the intervening 
period at 58,000,000 a month, the new 
Ji mister of France, Doctor Anton van 
G.'-n. estimates that by August 1 next 
a sum of ?1SO,000,000 will have been 
spent on the mobilized land and sea 
forces and in meeting the various otn- 
er extraordinary demands 
made on 
ihe treasury by the war crisis. 


Of the amount mentioned $110.000,- 
000 was raised by a five per cent loan 
issued after the first three or foul- 
months of war, and the problem now- 
facing this country is how to provide 
the balance of $70,000,000. Three bills 
have just been presented to the Dutch 
parliament embodying a straightfor- 
ward and fairly bold solution of the 
question. The new minister of finance 
therein proposes to raise a's much as 
?32,000,000 by a special levy, termed a 
"defense tax" in the financial year be- 
ginning May 1 next, to obtain 'another 
SIS.000,000 by a tax or. war profits, 
and to have recourse to a loan for the 
balance 
of S20,000,000.

loan, however, is to amount to $50,- 
000,000 out of which, assuming u.u- 
war is over, the extra ?30,000,000 will
